Growing Dahlias From Seed 


Dahlias are now runnin.r the chry­ 
santhemum a close race for the hon­ 
or of being queen of the autumn in 
the garden, the new races of dahlias 
showing some of the most wonderful 
flowers, both In size, color and tex­ 
ture, that horticulturists have 
yet 
produced for the earden. While some 
of the newer varieties are too expen­ 
sive for the ordinary 
pocketbook, 
anyone may have the fun of raisin»; 
new dahlias at very small expense. 
< 
Dahlias grow as readily from seed 
as zinnias, and bloom the first year. 
As the plants are hybrids, the seeds 
produce a great variety of color, form 
and markings, and some fine vari ties 
may be secured from a packet ot 
seed. All will be good and well worth 
growing. 
While all will not be as fine as the 
better grade named varieties, some 
of them are likely to be first class. 
A packet of seed will furnish a fine 
collection of dahlias as a basis for 
experimentation and comparison of 
the different types. 
The seed should be sown in the 
house in March or early April. It Is 
coarse and easily handled. It should 
be placed about two inches apart in 
the seed box if the grower does not 
wish to go to the trouble of several 
transplantings before the weather is 
sufficiently settled to set the plants 
in the open ground.
